Postmaster W. H. Smyth yesterday dis- 
covered what he believes to be a scheme 
to defraud the people of Atlanta, and 
will this morning ask the police authori- 
tles to make an effort to find the origi- 
nators of the scheme, and, if possible, 
presecute them. 

During the past few weeks a number 
of people have received circulars adver- 
tising a box for the reception of mail. 
The circular states that the box will be 
rented at the rate of 5 cents per year 
for a term of five years on the payment 


agent. The name of the Handy Letter 
Box Supply Company is attached to the 
circular and no address is given. 

A mail carrier found one of these let- 
Randolph street yesterday, 
together with a_ receipt for 2 cents, 
five year's rent, for a small box. The 
name of the company was printed on 
the recelpt and the name of the pur- 
chaser was written in pencil, together 
with the date of payment and the date 
on which the box will ‘be delivered. The 
name of the agent does not appear on 
the receipt. 

The circular calls attention to the fact
